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Pageant At Coloma 
Started Three Years 
Of Celebrations 


Bearded menfolk and colorfully 
costumed women of the sleepy 
mountain village of Coloma, in 
California’s mother lode country, 
were hosts Saturday January 24 
for the start of three years of 
centennial celebrations in Cali- 
fornia. : 

Pageantry and  speechmaking 
marked the end of a century since 
James W. Marshall found flakes 
of gold in the tailrace of a saw- 
mill he was building for Capt. 
John Sutter and started a world- 
wide stampede of fortune hunters 
to the west coast El Dorado. 

In a stone cairn marking the 
site of Sutter’s mill, on the Am- 
erican River at Coloma, a mem- 
orial plaque was dedicated by the 
native sons and daughters of the 
Golden West. 

Gov. Earl Warren addressed 
the centennial crowd in the after- 
noon, and Edward Arnold, a movie 
actor, re-enacted Marshall’s find 
in the gold discovery pageant that 
followed. 

A flume carryed the waters of 
the American river to a replica of 
the tailrace from which Marshall 
picked his first nugget. The “sluice 
box,” the “rocker” and _ other 
methods of gold recovery were 
put on display, as a result of the 
El Dorado centennial committee’s 
construction of an elaborate min- 
ing exhibit. 

The plaque dedicated at the 
Sutter’s Mill site refers to the dis- 
covery on Jan. 24, 1848, that start- 
ed “the great rush of Argonauts 
to California” and relates that the 
California Society of Pioneers 
“definitely located” the site in 
1924. Additional timbers and relics 
and the original tailrace of the 
mill were unearthed last year, it 
adds, after the property had be- 
come a state park. 

During the gold rush, which did 
not reach great proportions until 
1849, the population of Coloma 
rose to 10,000 and California’s 
population multiplied enough in 
three years, thrusting it upward 
from a few thousand to 269,000, 
to enable the old domain of the 
Indian, Spaniard and the Mexican 
to win statehood, 

California will celebrate the gold 
rush centenary next year and the 
100th anniversary of the state’s 
admission to the Union in 1950. 

An unsuccessful move has been 
under way at Placerville, near Co- 
loma, to change the town’s name 
back to Hangtown, at least for the 
centennial period. The old Hang- 
town tree, which law enforcement 
officials, elected or self-appointed, 
found convenient for sending 
malefactors to their doom with a 
Piece of rope, stood in what now 
is the main street of Placerville.

changing of the original name 
Hangtown to Placerville, and city 
councilmen decided not to brave 
an outpouring of criticism which 
some of them said was certain to 
come from the women’s Shake- 
Speare Club if they voted to re- 
store the old name.

Post Office Department Installs 
First Stamp Vending Machine In 
Lobby Of Rochester Post Office 





The first automatic Stamp Vending Machine to dispense 
postage stamps at face value was placed in operation by the U. S. 
Post Office Department in the lobby of the Rochester, N. Y. Post 


Office on January 16, 1948. The 


event inaugurated a new conven- 


ience which is part of the Department’s plan to constantly improve 
and expand its services to patrons. 


The machine was unveiled b 


y CHAS. R. OGSBURY, President 


of Commercial Controls Corporation of Rochester, the company 
which accomplished its development and perfection to meet exacting 





specifications based upon a long-® 


recognized need of the Depart- 
ment, Present was a distinguished 
group of civic leaders and govern- 
ment representatives including 
SAMUEL R. YOUNG, Special As- 
sistant to the Postmaster General: 
NELSON B. WENTZEL, Deputy 
Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral; the Hon. SAMUEL B. 
DICKER, Mayor of Rochester and 
DONALD A. DAILEY, Rochester 
Postmaster. 

Operated by the insertion of a 
coin, the machine issues five 1c 
stamps for a nickel, two 5c air- 
mail stamps for a dime, and five 
3c stamps for a nickel and a dime. 
It is equipped with a detector 
mechanism which rejects spurious 
coins and is rendered inoperative 
when the supply of stamps is ex- 
hausted. Installation of the first 
unit was made concurrently with 
the introduction of the first issue 
of small airmail stamps in coils. 

In an address which followed 
the installation, Mr. Young com- 
mented upon the machine as the 
culmination of many years of 
earnest effort on the part of the 
Post Office Department to make 
the matter of purchasing postage 
stamps in the post office more con- 
venient for postal patrons. He 
predicted that it would be accepted 
by people everywhere with enthu- 
siasm. 

“On an average business day,” 
said Mr. Young, “The Postal Serv- 
ice sells 75 million postage stamps 
to 20 million people. It is such a 
consideration as this that reminds 
us there is a real need for such a 
safe, dependable and convenient 
device, simple and automatic in 
operation—one that the mere 
dropping of a coin in a slot will 
deliver to you untouched the 
stamp you want, I can think of no 
more fitting place for the first 
machine to be installed than here 
in Rochester where so many who 
have given their time and talents 
in its production will be among its 
first users.” 

Relating major events in the 
development of the Postal Service, 
Mr. Wentzel called the adoption 
of the Stamp Vending a milestone 
in postal progress. ’ 

In a news release announcing 
the installation, Postmaster Gen- 
eral JESSE M. DONALDSON 
said: “The new machine is being 
adopted by the Post Office Depart- 
ment as a means of providing a 
further service and convenience 
to the public and it will also en- 
able stamp purchasers to procure 
stamps from machines in the lob- 
bies of post offices after business 
hours as well as on Sundays and 
holidays. The Post Office Depart- 
ment has ordered 1,500 of the 
Stamp Vending Machines and they 
will be installed in the larger 
first-class post offices throughout 
the country.”

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“Freedom Train” 
Commem Requested 





In behalf of the American Heri- 
tage Foundation, under whose 
auspices The Freedom Train has 
been touring the country since 
Constitution Day, September 17, 
1947, Leon J. Bamberger, RKO 
Radio Pictures sales promotion 
manager, has personally submitted 
to Jesse M. Donaldson, Postmaster 
General of the United States, his 
suggestion for a special Freedom 
Train commemorative stamp, If 
approved, the stamp would prob- 
ably have its first day of issue on 
next September 17, which con- 
cludes “the year of re-dedication” 
during which the train has visited 
306 cities. It is likely that it will 
be kept in operation a second year. 

Bamberger, a vice president of 
Cinema Stamp Collectors, and who 
fathered the ideas for the first 
United Nations stamp, the 50th 
Anniversary of Motion Pictures 
stamp and the Thomas A. Edison 
Centennial stamp, was accom- 
panied on his mission to Washing- 
ton by John Murphy, executive 
secretary of the Foundation. 
Murphy outlined the history of 
The Freedom Train which has 
been averaging about 10,000 visi- 
tors per day since it started on its 
journey. Several suggested de- 
signs, prepared under the direc- 
tion of Stanley Sherwin, RKO art 
director, were presented to Gen- 
eral Donaldson. 

According to the Postmaster 
General, The Freedom Train 
stamp will be given his serious 
consideration in deciding on the 
commemorative stamp program 
for the balance of 1948, in consu- 
lation with the President.

About Collecting United States Stamps 


When a collector of any country decides that the world 
is too big a field for his collecting activities he usually cuts 
down by starting to collect the stamps of his own country 
and sometimes some other countries, or a group: Here in the 
United States we probably have 
a very heavy percentage of collec- 
tors who collect U. S. and U. S. 
alone. There is no question but 
what this is an ample field for 
anyone if they go into the matter 
thoroughly. One can say that he col- 
lects U.S. and that can not give any- 
one much of an idea as to what the 
collector may really collect for the 
field in U. S. stamps is such an 
extensive one that you could find 
a dozen different collectors who 
say they collect U: S. and their col- 

bi lections could be in no way similar. 
GEO. LINN Lets take a look at what we can 
collect and still say we collect U. S. First there are the reg- 
ular postage issues, single copies. Beyond this you can go 
into Air Mails which is probably the next most popular sec- 
tion of our stamp issues, Special Delivery and such issues 
would probably come next. Postage Dues are uninteresting 
because of the similarity of design and many who collect U. S. 
never trouble to try to fill these issues. Departments have 
had their ups and downs but have never been really popular, 
the chief reason doubtless being similarity of design in the 
various issues and in the group as a whole so that an enor- 
mous percentage of people who say they collect U. S. seldom 
ever get more than a few Departments in their albums. 

Revenue stamps are among the most fascinating and in- 
teresting of all U. S. issues, they offer a far greater field for 
finds and for new discoveries than do our postage issues yet 
they are almost wholly neglected by many who say “I col- 
lect U. S.” 

Envelopes, entire or cut square are also a field which 
has but few followers for the average collector has nothing 
but a miscellaneous lot of these, if any. Telegraph stamps 
are unknown to most collectors also. The other items you may 
find in the Scott Specialized catalog are likewise neglected 
by most. 

Point of the matter is that if you collect U. S. you would 
probably find a great thrill in limiting your collection to a 
single copy of each stamp and then go into these other fields 
other than regular postage issues with an idea to filling out 
the collection. 

One reason most collectors never get much beyond 
regular postage issues is because instead of being satisfied 
with a choice single copy of a stamp, they start in buying 
blocks of four, which leads to plate numbers and eventually 
speculation or investment in full sheets. 

Every collector can take a catalog and study over these 
matters for himself while taking inventory of his stamp 
holdings. Just look over what you have, give it some serious 
thought and maybe you can come to a conclusion regarding 
your collecting habits that might bring you a lot more inter- 
est and fun from the hobby than you are getting now. 

One thing would be certain if you adopted a plan of 
taking a single copy of each item and covering as much of 
the catalog as you could, and that is that when there was 
occasion for a stamp exhibit in your club, you would be 
able to show a lot of things that the other fellows couldn’t 
show at all. 

As matters are today, you can get a group of a dozen 
or more collectors whe collect U. S. and there is such a 
similarity in their collections, that few of them ‘have any- 
thing to show that the other fellow does not have, unless of 
course there are some wealthy boys in the group who have’ 
picked up the better stamps.

Plan Special Train

When the German Philatelic 
Federal Diet convened in Co- 
logne, there were 500 representa- 
tives from clubs in all sections of 
Germany in attendance. The 
chairman of the meeting announ- 
ced the goals of the group as fol- 
lows; “furtherance of the bene- 
fits of collecting stamps, protect- 
ion against speculators and un- 
scrupulous elements, more inter- 
club exchanges of stamps, help 
to fugitive collectors, a war on 
forgers and similar operators, 
establishing of an _ expertising 
committee, help for the young 
and the new collectors, revision 
of the present German stamp 
catalogs, and a resumption of re- 
lations with collectors abroad.” 

A question that comes to the 
minds of many at one time or 
another is the number of stamps 
that have been issued to date. 
This was answered to some ex- 
tent in a German publication 
which stated that from the be- 
ginning of stamps in 1840 until 
1900 there were 13,510 stamps 
issued; from 1901 until 1939 there 
were 56,210 stamps produced and 
from 1939 to 1945 there were 
12,000. In round figures this 
amounts to approximately 82,000 
stickers,

Is The Grand Award 
At Polpex Showing 











Larking Memorial Trophy 

The Larking Memorial Trophy 
was established in memory of 
Col. R. N. W. Larking C. B. E., 
whose studies on the stamps of 
Poland did so much to enrich 
the hobby. This beautiful trophy 
is the Grand Award given for 
the most outstanding display of 
Poland at the annual exhibitions 
of the Polonus Philatelic Society 
(POLPEX). The winner retains 
possession of the gold cup for one 
year up to the night of setting 
up the following POLPEX, when 
the trophy is again put up for 
similar competition. 

Each year, after the award is 
made, the winner’s name is in- 
scribed on the plaque at the base 
of the trophy. A winner for the 
third time retains its permanent 
possession. Present holder of the 
beautiful award is Frank E. 
Wolosowick of Chicago, whose 
exceptional presentation of the 
Krakow overprints at Polpex 1947 
won for him the acclaim of 
the judges. 

Collectors will remember that 
Col. Larking, who died in Eng- 
land in May 1943, left a historic 
and scientific record which can- 
not be duplicated. His huge 172 
volume highly specialized collec- 
tion of Poland, has recently been 
added to Myron E. Steczynski’s 
extensive Polish holdings, so that 
members of Polonus now have 
access to its wealth of material

Feed siamp is now out, hyphen- 
hole rouletted 6%. This is the 
re-engraved stamp with out 
shading in the sky. The 75 
pound stamp is now at hand in 
perforation 12%. A unique item 
was created when the _ sheet 
number was inadvertently cut in 
half and the number printed in 
again in a different type and a 
different shade of red! 

GEORGIA, — The 1/10c Feed 
stamp has appeared in the last 
attractive design (poundage 
shown in colored panel slightly 
below center). The stamp is 
violet blue and_ rouletted 
614x914. 

IDAHO.—The familiar 5c green 
Oleo stamp is now out in the 
third redrawn design plain 
rouletted 6% (formerly -hy- 
phen-hole rouletted 6%). It 
should be noted that only the 
original design has lines from 
the seal down toward each “5”. 

MINNESOTA.—My deductions on | 
which values would be elimin- 
ated and added for the new rate 
were pretty nearly correct ex- 
cept for the fact that the rate on 
liquor was more than doubled 
(from $1 to $2.50 per gallon). In 
addition to the stamp mention- 
ed to be eliminated in my last 
Minnesota notes the 8c and 
124%2c values have been dispens- 
ed with.

If so, 
I’d like to see it. Incidently, 
the four other Beer bottle 
stamps (red, green, purple and 
blue respectively) which came 
into use in 1944 have never 
turned up in informed collect- 
ors circle yet! How about you 
Minnesotans scaring up some of

tangles in the bottom corner.

CL imprint). 

NEW HAMPSHIRE.—New value 
of the recent black and green 
Tobacco stamps are: 9c, 45c and 
75c.

card, (ABNC imprint). Thanks 
George Cabot. 

NEW MEXICO—Four new stamps 
have appeared in the late at- 
tractive typeset design: 8 oz. 
black on pale orange, 2 lbs. red, 
22 oz. black on pink and 2% 
lbs. blue. The 2 lbs. is a new 
value. These stamps, as usual 
with N. Mexico paper stamps, 
come perforated awfully.
